NEW TELEVISION PATENT 
GRANTED TO ENGINEER 


NEW YORK Aug. 31.—Patents 
for a long distance ultra short wave 
communicating system, which 
through further research may pro- 
duce a simplified method of net- 
work interconnection of television 
stations, have been issued te Dr. 
Viadimar K. Zworykin, engineer, 
and assigned to the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, 

The system still in the laboratory 
stage, consists primarily of a spe- 
cial transmitter and two receiving 
antennae connected to a single re- 
ceiver through an automatic de- 
vice. This device is designed to 
provide sufficient correction to 
enable uninterrupted reception of 
high frequency signals. If de- 
veloped it would be solely for net- 
work interconnection. 

To date two methods of network 
transmission of television, both in- 
yolved and expensive, have been 
tried. One is a series of booster 
stations every 30 miles or so; the 
other a special telephone cable, 
known as the coaxial.

If Mr. Roosevelt had any illusions about his power 
to sway the minds of the people, he is going to 
have to take a new inventory today. If he was 
led to believe by Barkley's victory in Kente@pky and 
Thomas’ in Oklahoma that he could at will name 
the membership of the Senate, it must be clear 
to him now that he was wrong. He has lost prestige, 
made new and powerful enemies and has geen his 
dream of a new alignment between conservatism 
and progressivism go awry.

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HUNGARY'S NEW NAVY. 

Germany’s naval might was heavily emphasized 
for the benefit of the Hungarian delegation on its 
visit to the Reich last week. The party saw the 
German shipyards and the North Sea fortress of 
Helgoland, a review of 130 vessels was held and a 
cruiser, named for an Austrian hero, was launched. 
Summing up the visitthe “Associated Press reports as 
one result “the apparent readiness of landlocked 
Hungary to consider the recreated German navy prac- 
tically her own.” 

It would seem that Hungary, a nation without 
a seaport, would have no more interest in a navy 
than Switzerland or the State of Oklahoma. Before 
the war, Hungary had only one major port, Fiume. 
Surely it is not expected that Hitler will help 
bring about its recovery, for Fiume is now held by his 
friend and ally, Mussolini. The reason for ‘the mari- 
time flavor of the reception must be sought elsewhere. 

Nicholas Horthy, regent of Hungary and head of 
the delegation, is an Admiral with a navy of only 
minute river-patrol proportions. He entered the 
Austro-Hungarian naval academy at 14 and progressed 
through the ranks until in the World War he was 
made commander of the fleet. His wartime record 
was a brilliant one, including a victory over a Brit- 
ish-French-Italian flotilla in which his squadron 
sank 29 enemy naval craft. When the war ended, 
he surrendered his fleet and retired to terra firma. 

The artful Nazis seized the opportunity to show 
the landlocked Admiral what they knew would 
please him most, just as a smart salesman does 
when entertaining a prospect. It was another skill- 
ful maneuver in the Nazis’ fine art of propaganda, 
and the result apparently is definite extension of 
the Rome-Berlin axis to Budapest.

He is unfair, however, in saying he is 
in danger of being “crucified by the rabble, who are 
opposed to culture because they are incapable of ac- 
quiring it.“ If new sponsorship of German classes 
comes forward from clearly disinterested ‘sources— 
the condition set by Superintendent Gerling for re- 
sumption of the project—Mr, Rist will doubtless find 
that St. Louis welcomes an opportunity for its chil- 
dren to enjoy the cultural rewards of learning the 
German language.

It was natural that such a discussion 
should turn attention to the basis of the 
civil service in countries where spoilsman- 
ship does not menace the public personnel, 
Barly in the first Roosevelt administration, 
the Social Science Research Council a> 
pointed, with the President's approval, ® 
Commission of Inquiry on Public Service 
Personnel to inquire into and to report on 
the broad problem. “Civil Service Abroad: 
Great Britain, Canada, France, Germany" 
(McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc., New York), 
issued under this authority, is a collection 
of four monographs by experts, which fur 
nish accurate 
tive purposes.

The directors, wishing to 
give the public full advantage of 
the garden, opened it all year 
sround, and as much as additional 
funds are needed, still hesitate to 
make an admission charge, Dr. 
Moore said. 

In 1926 the directors acquired 
1600 acres of land at Gray Sum- 
mit for an arboretum, where trees 
and shrubs could be grown that 
would not survive under city at- 
mospheric conditions. The collec- 
tion of 20,000 orchids was housed 
there, and it was the original plan 
to open the arboretum, rich in na- 
tive plants and flowers, to the pub-

Resolutions proposing a uniform 
state coroner’s law and providing 
for a study of state legislation pro- 
viding for the employment of coro- 
ners under civil service were intro- 
duced today at the closing session 
of the National Association of Cor- 
oners convention at Hotel Statler. 

Association members, who said 
most state coroner laws in the 
United States had become obsolete, 
asserted that both resolutions prob- 


ably would be adopted. The reso- 
lution on the uniform legislation 
made only one specific recommen- 
dation, that giving coroners author- 
ity to perform autopsies in all 
cases in which the cause of death 
is uncertain. 

Another resolution proposed a 
strong stand by the association 
against “ill-advised efforts to abol- 
ish the office of coroner,” and an- 
other commended the action of Cor- 
oner Charles H. Hersch of Phila- 
delphia in his investigation of the 
deaths of four convicts in the Phila- 
delphia County prison. 

The use of the spectograph in 
the analysis of body tissues was 
urged as an effective means of 
detecting extremely small quanti- 
ties of metals or minerals by Gor- 
don H. Scott, associate professor 
of cytology, Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine. 

The process, he said, was accu- 
rate enough to detect arsenic in 
as minute a quantity as one part in 
10,000,000 and lead of one part in 
100. Spectographic analysis, he 
asserted, could be useful in identi- 
fying poisons, determining the 
point of entrance and exit in bullet 
wounds and in identifying automo- 
biles involved in accidents. 

Dr. Samuel R. Gerber of Cleve- 
land, Coroner of Cuyahoga County, 
discussed ‘the anatomical finds in 
Cleveland’s 12 “torso murders,” and 
Louis R. Wiener, Milwaukee, spoke 
of the fallibility of eye-witness tes- 
timony. Other papers were deliv- 
ered by Dr. I. S. Collins of Spokane, 
Wash., and Dr. George F. Baier 
Jr., Asheville, N. C., Coroners of 
their respective counties.

An article headed “Mexico’s 
Railways Go Rusty Red” tells of 
financial difficulties resulting from 
Government operation of transpor- 
tation service. Mining companies, 
it is asserted, encounter great dif- 
ficulties, and “nearly every week 
sees mine engineers with shattered 
nerves leaving Mexico for more 
peaceful regions.” Another article 
deals with “Mexico's Stagnating 
Utilities.” 

One of several articles on the 
oil controversy is written by Wil- 
liam S. Culbertson, former United 
States Minister to Rumania. It as- 
serts the Mexican action “raises 
questions which involve the eco- 
nomic well-being and political re- 
sponsibility of the American peo- 
ple.“ The writer denounces as 
“anti-imperialistic propaganda” the 
views that Americans investing 
abroad should assume all risks aris- 
ing under the laws of debtor coun- 
tries, and that it is not the duty 
of our Government to follow its 
citizens into foreign countries and 
protéct their interests. In its fi- 
nal paragraph, the article states: 
“No attitude is more unsound than 
that which encourages timidity in 
defending American interests 
abroad.” 

Dictatorship in Disguise. 

An article, “The Mexican Ter- 
ror,” by Rodulfo Brito Foucher, 
former Dean of Law at the Uni- 
versity of Mexico and now living 
i this country, says Mexico’s de- 
mocracy is a disguise for dictator- 
ship; which is responsible for 3000 
assassinations annually. It is fol- 
lowed by an article stating wide- 
spread violence has materially re- 
duced Mexico’s tourist travel. This 
is accompanied by a map showing 
locations of the most serious” 
fights, riots, assassinations, bandit 
raids, battles and attacks’ on trains 
since last Feb. 1.

OF MISSOURI TO BE INSPECTED 


Craft on Mississippi and Meramee 
to Be Checked Next as to 
Safety Equipment. 

Federal inspection of power craft 
to see that they comply with Fed- 
eral safety requirements will be 
made on navigable streams 
throughout the State, but no arrests 
will be ordered unless boat owners 
fail to heed warnings to provide the 
proper safety equtpment, Collec- 
tor of Customs Fountain Rothwell 

said today. 

Nearly 2500 boats have been 
beached at the Lake of the Ozarks 
because of lack of proper safety de- 
vices. Inspectors of the Bureau of 
Navigation next will examine craft 
along the Mississippi and Meramee 
rivers, Rothwell said. 

Regulations require that power 
craft be registered with the Ma- 
rine Clerk in the office of the Col 
lector of Customs. They must be 
equipped with such safety devices 
as bells, whistles, lights, fire ex- 
tinguishers and life preservers.

Dear Mrs. Post: Should dessert 
be eaten with a fork or a spoon? 

Answer: In ever correctly (for- 
mally) appointed house the dessert 
plate is brought to the table with 
dessert spoon and fork on it. You 
choose whichever you prefer, or 
use both—fork in left hand, spoon 
in right. If only one is to be sup- 
plied, then the hostess would have 
to choose a dessert suitable to the 
implement she intends to use.
